Executive Secretary of the 
Philadelphia Federation of Churches, 
assisted by Raymond I. Haskell. This 
clnss. the largest in the school, will 
now be able to expand and is anticipat- 
ing a rapid and steady growth in the 
new quarters. 

The entire school is well orgnnized 
with an efficient corps of department 
heads and teachers. Miss Jane Super 
has charge of the Beginners, Mrs. Wal- 
ter B. Tnitt heads the Primary Depart- 
ment, Mrs. H. Boardman Hopper the 
Junior Department.

DR. MUTCH SPEAKS 

Owing to the illness of Mrs. A. H. 
Boss. President. Xlrs. K. A. Xluschamp. 
first Vice-President, presided at the 
meeting of the Women's Community 
Club last Tuesday afternoon. After the 
reports of the vaiions chairmen, an- 
nouncement was made of the Nominat- 
ing Committee for the coming election 
of officers. This committee will con- 
sist of Xliss Runyon, chairman, Mrs. 
.1. K. Bailley, Jr., and Mrs. K. H. Stev- 
ens. Mention was also made of the 
Club institute and box luncheon at the 
Ardmore Club on March 21st, at 12.30.

• ' Health Kducation. ' ' 

Xlrs. Xluschamp then introduced Dr. 
Andrew Mutch, of the Bryn Mawr Pres- 
byterian Church, who took for the sub- 
ject of his talk, which was seasoned 
with many witty remarks and humor- 
ous stories, "Christian Citizenship,"" 
the first test of which, he said, is con- 
forming to the laws of our State and 
'nation. But recently becoming art 
American citizen himself, Dr. Mutch 
spoke convincingly and well for the 
need for all to heed the laws of our 
; country and of the present tendency 
to make light of them. "Law break- 
ing,'' he said, "has become a nationaT 
sport in America, and surely our per- 
sonal liberty should end where the- 
laws of the nation begin." 

Another attribute of Christian citi- 
zenship, Mr. Mutch said, manifests it- 
self in civic service. Too many men' 
will work for the maintenance of their 
homes and families, but are neutral 
when it comes to borough, town or 
other civic matters. 

The third point brought out in hi'a 
talk was religion nnd the value of it 
for our well-being. He quoted an Amer- 
ican writer as saying, "If oil the' 
churches in the country were closed 
they would very soon be needed for 
jails." Dr. Mutch's talk was surely- 
enjoyed and appreciated by all who- 
hoard him. 

Mrs. L. C. Douglas gave a report of . 
the meeting held on Tuesday cveningr 
to discuss the plans for a Community- 
Centre. Mrs. Muschamp then asked for 
the opinions of those present on this 
subject, and several responded, giving- 
their views, pro and con.

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If I could plant a model garden it 
would be located on the north edge of 
the lawn in a corner. My garden would 
be triangular in shape and would meas- 
ure about eight and one-half feet on 
each side, which would give a width of 
twelve feet across the front. 

Not very big, but very good and 
pretty in every season. 

First, T would plant a red cedar, 
eight feet tall, at the apex. On either 
side a six foot cedar, then would come 
two five foot fellows and on the ends 
two smaller ones four feet tall. This 
would be the very necessary Ihnek- 
ground. 

Now just about a foot in front of 
the big cedar would be two white 
birches about eight feet tall and about 
a foot in front of these one Philadel- 
phus-Virginal (Double Orange Blos- 
som). 

On one side and slightly back would 
be a white dogwood and on the other 
side to balance would be a scarlet haw- 
thorne, each about five to six feet tall. 

Right in front of the Orange Blossom 
I would have two plants of Jrish-Pal- 
lida Dalmatica and spaced on cither 
side two plants of Rose-Paul's Scarlet 
Climber treated as bushes. 

Two plants of .Japanese Iris-Bound- 
less Sea (Six Petal White) would be 
to the right and to the left of the 
roses and on the ends two plants of 
Phlox-Elizabeth Campbell. 

Just in front of the Irises-Pallida 
Dalmatica we would have three plants 
of Iris-Aurca (yellow), and on cither 
side one tall blue Hybrid Delphinium. 

Leaving the front open for about 
three feet in the center we would range 
on each side three plants at Kalmia 
Latifolia (Mountain Laurel), and 1 in 
between thein in front wo would place 
eleven plants of early blue phlox 
(Divaricata Canadensis), threo in the 
center and an extra one for each end. 

For October bloom there would be 
eleven yellow hardy chrysanthemums 
in back of the blue phlox. Chesapeake 
is an exceptionally good variety. 

Yollow Annual Sweet Alyssum would 
be the border all across the front and 
perhaps in the fall we would invest in 
a dollar's worth of yellow crocuses.

Try your hand at landscaping and 
sketch this plan out on paper. 

Sketch the plants in and then figure 
the blooming 'seasons and see what a 
nice year 'round garden it will make, 
not forgetting the winter effect of the 
white birches "against the evergreen 
background and the colored berries on 
the dogwood and hawthorjie, with the 
evergreen laurel to keep color all win- 
ter.
